Pulpi't Deliverances on Sunday— luter- 
estiiiff Extniets from Rev. Mr. 
I'eilley's Sermon, 

<From Out Own Correspondent.) 
Vakcodvbe, July 24.~The city ofli- 
oiols "wanted" by the sheriff were ar- 
rested at a lato hour last night, and were 
confined in the Hotel Vnuoouver. Huntley 
at onco applied to Mr. Jitatioo MeCreight 
for Ilia release on a writ of haJim^ corpua, 
but tho learned judge, after considering the 
matter all Dif;ht, eoneluded that he biid no 
jurisdictioii' to aot, Anf application was 
then made for biil, but this was refused. 
Tho oUioials put iu the day as boat they 
coitld, special conatablos being sworn iu to 
aot as personal guards... ^bou^ 9 o'olock in 
the evening the trio ^il^rie'taken on board 
the steamer Comox to ' be carried to 
Vietoria. There was ya tdlerably large 
crowd down on the dock;' to give them u 
" send off," but the demonstration was not 
80 elaborate as it wdul^ ^ave been had re- 
sistance been offered, aa some' of the more 
rash sympathizers suRgestcd. Just before 
tho Comox left tho dock, J, A. Russell, who 
is left as acting City Solicitor, culled for 
three cheers for the city oflaoials who were 
going to' meet their fate — no one knew 
what. After tho cheers, Mayor Copo 
■thanked tlio citi/ons for their support and 
approval of his actious in tho past, and 
said that " on our return wo hopo to give a 
good- aceount of ouraeh'oa." Hammeraley 
followed brieily, in tlio aanio strain, and 
then gave place to Joe Huntley, who ex- 
pressed the hopo that ' they would all be 
back on Wednesday, af tier ' satisfactorily 
settling the trouble. 

Vancouvkk, July 25.— In the course of 
their serniona last evening, Rev. Meaars. 
McMillan, Maitiand and I'cdley referred to 
tho " unpleasantness " between Vancouver 
and Victoria. Uev. Mr. Pedloy was par- 
ticularly marked in his expressions. He 
took as his text the following: — " ." 

Hoar what tho unjust judge sayoth. etc.— 
liuke xvii, 2 (luif G. 

Tho following quotationa from Mr. 
Pedley's notes will sllo^v what tho trend of 
his discourse was:— 

" I ijave heard more complaints of official 
injustice since I came to Rritish Columbia 
than ever before in my life." 

" r. look upou it aa u public calamity. 
When you cannot tru.st your pilot where ia 
your hope ? " 

" A judge, like CiL'sar's wife, should bo 
above suspicion." 

" When there was reasonable room for 
doubt, people had a right to bo heard." 

' In this infltance, 1 liuM there was a 
reasonable doubt, and luDru than a doubt." 

" Our judges are not our patrons, or our 
maatcrd, aud have no right to call us any 
names they please, and spurn ua with con- 
temptuous foot. They aro our servants, 
puid to do our bidding and their duty." 

" We have sutTered a grievous wrong, and 
an outrage has been put upon our city. Our 
ofiiciala have sulFered groat indignity by 
being put under arrest, and are carried away 
in charge of a sherifl' to an infected port- 
simply because they were trying to do their 
duty." 

"At times when the hearts of men should 
have been softened in the presence of a 
drend piagU^, when OHf bomw are in dan- 
ger, when death in dreadful enile hoVers 
nigh, human depravity and malice could go 
no further." 

"Over and against charges of human jus- 
tice is tho jufitico of God. On it wo stand. 
Though all else fail, it abidoth for ever." 

Rev. Mr. McLaren, of St. Andrew's, said 
from the pulpit on Sunday morning; "They 
who have found tho greatest pleasure in 
dealing out justice freely and impartially, 
aud have lived with a view to preserve the 
spotleasness ot the ermine will learn with 
heartfelt and sincere regret of remarks cal- 
culated to bring the wearer of the^ judicial 
robe into contempt." Rev, M.e88ra, McMil- 
and Madeod referred in the same strain to 
the late misunderstanding. 



MANITOBA AT THE POLLS. 

The Greenway Govornmcnt Have a Uajorlty 
of Klevcn— Tlio (iovernment 
Kiultaiit. 

WlNNll'Kti, July '25. — Revised returns of 
tho Manitoba electiona ahow that the Uov- 
ernmcnt elected 25 members, the Oppoaition 
14, and one Independent. In St. Andrew's, 
F. W . Colclcugh, Government, is elected by 
78 over Baldiviusou, and in Morris, Martin, 
Opposition, the French leader, ia returned 
liy '25. Hagel is 11 votes Ijehind the Oov- 
ernment candidate in Kildonan, but claima 
that the returns aro fraudulent, and will 
protest the election. Speaker Jackson ia 
elected in Rockwood by eight votes. The 
returns are not yet in from Dauphin, but 
tho Government concedes that constituency 
to tho Opposition. To-night a big mass 
meeting was held at the Manitoba Hotel, at 
which Premier Greenway and others de- 
livered speeches. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

A Master in Chancery l)eaU-Slr Daniel Wil- 
son very HI. • 

ToROirao, July 26.— (Special.)— Egeary, 
alias £. A. Alden, of West Superior,' Wia., 
Was arrested here last night charged with 
the embezzlement of $700 from tho Boston 
lusurance Co., of which he waa agent. He 
consented to return without extradition pro- 
ceedings. 

Collections for the sufferers by tho rncont 
(iro in St. John's were taken up in all tho 
Roman Catholio churches here yesterday. 
The responsea were liberal, and the total 
iirnnunt, n-alized was considerable. Tho 
Board of Trude relief fund on Saturday had 
a little over ,510,000 to its credit. 

R. G. Daltfin, lato Master in Chambers of 
the Ontario High Court of Justice, and one 
of the beat known legal men in this pro- 
vince, died, yesterday, of heart disease and 
dropsy, aged 71. 

Tho body found in tho bay, on Saturday, 
and thought to bo that of a Churchvillo 
man, is now supposed to bo that of Michael 



Sullivan, a railway foreman from Nova 
Scotia. 

Mistress Dora, of Niagara Falla, a patient 
at the Sanitarium, Deer Park, escaped from 
that institution, and committed suicide in a 
pond in Mount Pleasant cemetery. 

Jas. Walling, aged 19, who bad his feet 
torn off by brick works' geairing,' ia dead. 

Sir Daniel Wilson is very low and oan^ 
not survive long. 

nOMK IIULE. 

Gladstone's llcasuro Said to bo Founded Upon 
That of Sir George flrcy. 

London, July 21. — Despite tho repeated 
assertions to tho contrary and a brave par 
ading of opinions, it is evident tilat the Na' 
tionalists are beginning to fear that the 
Liberals really intend to shelve Home Rule 
for a season, to satisfy tho demands of a 
number of Radicals and Liberals. Realms 
of speculations, denials and interviews have 
been printed since the election in regard 
to this question. Perhaps tho most 
signiiicint of these utterances ia that of T. 
P. O'Connor, who is regarded as the mouth- 
piece of the Kationaliats, in a three-column 
article in the Sunday Sun, he says : "Wo 
assume that the statement that Home Bule 
ia to be shelved is founded on certain ar 
tides that have appeared in the Truth and 
other Liberal organs. We cannot answer 
for the Liberals, or for the Liberal journal- 
ists, but wo are able to speak^and interpret 
for our own party and our own country- 
men." ^ 

Politicians aro awaiting with interest the 
publication of an authorized life ot Sir 
Georgo Grey. Grey's friends claim that 
Gladatone'a lloniu Rule I'.ill, of ISSG, was 
founded upon Giey's, which provided for 
two elective houses in tho Irish Parliament, 
with powera aiiiiilar to thoae enjoyed by the 
State Legialaturea in tho United States. 
Irish niembora were to remain iu tho Imper- 
ial Parliament at Westmiuster, with power 
to vote upon army, navy and Imperial 
questions, but not on English, Scotch or 
Welsh affairs, piire and simple. 



CAPITAIi NOTES. 



Inquiry into tbe Loss of tlie Steamer 
Quadra— The Evidence 
Received. 

Purchase of the Steamer I^arl— Nova 
Scotia to have Working: Appa- 
ratus at Cliicairo. 



[From ouro>vn Correspondent.] 
Ottawa, July 25. — Captains Lewis and 
Daverenx have forwarded to tbe Marine 
Department the evidence taken In tho 
Quadra enquiry, but no finding. 'The De- 
partment has ordered them to state their 
conclusions. 

Tho Department of Agriculture has auth- 
orized tho purchase of the steamer Earl for 
tho quarantine service of British Columbia. 
Tho Grosse Isle station will be equipped 
with a steam heating apparatus for disin- 
fecting clothing. Now regulations regard- 
ing boats and life Siiving apparatus on 
steamers will be promulgated shortly. 

Nova Scotia will have a gold quartz stamp 
mill working daily at the VVorld's Fair. 



EXTREME HEAT. 

The Hottest Day of llie Year In New York- 
Very Wnnii In Ifoiitreal. 

New York, July 25. — To-day waa un- 
doubtedly the hottesd day of the year. 

At 11 o'dock this morning reliable ther- 
mometers on the ground level indicated S7 
degrees, 82 degrees of humidity, 10 degrees 
more than normal. Tho thermometer at 1 
p.m. stood at 94, only 5 degrees less than 
tho day in July, 1876, when ut .3 p.m. it 
registered 99 degrees. At 2 p.m. the mer- 
cury reached 92 degrees, the highest of tbe 
year. The hottest July 25th on record was 
in 1885, when tho temperature reached 91 
degrees. 

MoNTKKAL, July 25. — The weather to-day 
has been very warm ; thermometer, 88. 

ToKoNTO, July 25. — Yesterday wds the 
hottest day experienced here in years. The 
thermometer ranged in the neighborhood of 
90 degrees most of the- day, and atone 
time, 92. 

CnicAoo, July 25. — ^Twelve deaths from 
heat were reported to the police to day. 
Between 2 and 4 o'clock this afternoon tho 
thermometer stood at 94 degrees. A great 
number of persons arc prostrated, several of 
whom will die. 



THE PRANTll RAISED, 

Westminster Decides to Permit Vic- 
toria Passengers with Clean Bills 
, . , ot Health to Land. 



Provincial Health Beg'alattons. will 
Still be Strictly Eirforced at • 
the Royal City^. 



Seattle, Tacoma and Sound Forts will 
no Doubt FoUbw Suit 
at Once. 



New Westminster haa decided to raise 
tho quarantine against Victoria. All pas- 
sengera by tho stcamera from this port will 
bo landed without obstruction, always pro- 
vided that tho provincial regulations re- 
garding vaccination, clean bill of health, 
etc., have been complied with. 

Such was the satisfactory information re- 
ceived in this city last evening. On all 
bides, tho action of the New Westminster 
City council ia approved. No one hero 
wants to see the smallpo.N; carried from one 
place to another, but it ia believed that tho 
health regulatious enforced are so stringent 
that there is very little danger indeed of 
infection, and consequently the general ex- 
pression of opinion on tho streets last 
night was very favorable. The next 
move expected is a general " lifting " of the 
quarantine by all the Sound cities aa well 
aa those on the Mainland. 

BEATTLE TO FOUOW HITIT. ' 

There ia every prospect cf the quarantine 
declared against Yiotoria; by the Sound 
cities, being removed at an early date, as 
tho following clipping from the Seattle Post 
Intelligencer, will show ! "Health Officer 
Sparling has not yet decided when he will 
lift the quarantine against Victoria, but it 
will probobly bo, either Wednesday or 
Thursday. Inasmuch as not a single 
caso haa yet oppeared in this city, the doc- 
tor doea not believe that there ia much dan- 
ger of tho disease making its appearance 
here. Ho continues his precautionary 
measures, however, and last evening boarded 
all trains and boats from tho north and 
vaccinated all passengers who could not 
show a recent vaccination scar," 

The searching enquiries that have been 
i-'.ado l)y tlie Health authorities of different 
cities ou the Sound, have shown them that 
not only all necessary, but really extraor- 
dinary precautions have been taken in Vic- 
toria to prevent the spread of the disease, 
etc. They will probably aot at onco. 

TA.C0nA. LIKUYVISE. 

A private telegram received here, last 
evening, from Tacoma, states that the feel- 
ing there is very strongly in favor of imme- 
diately declaring off the quarantine against 
Victoria. Itis thought that whileall passengers 
and freight should bo landed after inspec- 
tion and fumigation of tho latter, it will bo 
wise for a while not to relax the provision 
regarding tho disinfecting of all mail mat- 
ter from Victoria. The feeling is that with 
ordinary precautions there' is no danger. • '

They are 
aaid to bo skilled steel workers from Now 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. Thestiikers 
made no attempt to intcrtere with their 
movements. 

Carncsle Condemned. 

PiTT.SBiTKti, July 25. — All efforts to com- 
municate with Mr. Curnogio on tho subject 
of the shooting of Fricke, have been futile. 
At Bannock Lodge, Mr. Carnogio is 35 
miloa from tho nearest telegraph and rail- 
way station, and appears to have deliber- 
ately cut himself off from the outside world 
for thi» present, and oven from the frionda 
with whom he was in frecjueut intercourse 
by mail or telegraph. At a meeting in 
London, yesterday, of the Labor Represen- 
tative League, B resolution was adopted 
condemning the course of Carnegie in regard 
to the Homestead troubles. The resolution 
added that should Carnegie insult British 
workmen byinrther philanthropic efforts 
iu their behalf it waa hoped they would 
show their detestation of him by contempt- 
uously refusing to accept his offers.

— A prominent Mont- 
real gentleman now hero says a big possi- 
bility exists that tho C.P.R. will buy up 
tho Springhill mines, that in fact negotia- 
tions are now going on with that end in 
view and with every possible chance of a 
transfer. Most of the stock of the Spriog- 
bill Mining Company is owned in Montreal 
and by parties interested in the C.P.R. 

Fonr Crops, 

Halifax, July 25.— Tho crops in Nova 
Scotia, particularly Eaatern and Cape 
Breton counties, aro suffering severely from 
draught. 

QdKiiEC, July 25. — Tho Eastern part of 
this Province ia reported to be suffering 
considerably from drought. Hardly any 
rain haa fallen, and as a consequence the 
crops will bo poor. 

He Died ItcNpccted. / 
Petkrboko', Ont., July 25.-;- James B. 
Brown, a highly respected resident and well 
known in railway and lumbering dirdes' in 
Eastern Ontario, is dead, aped 72. 

Sciniili louRstaorcmen. 
Haifax, July 25. — The steamer Havana 
which took down a full cargo of provisions 

and clothing for tho 'destitute people at St 
John's, N.F. , has arrived back. Tho captain 
stales that when ho arrived there be could 



not get hands to discharge the cargo unless 
they received pay. The captain threatened 
to bring the goods back to Halifax when 
tho Relief committee got a gang of men to 
work and discharged tho ship. 

A DIfflcnIt situation. 

Montreal, July 25.— The passage of the 
Retaliation bill by congress has called forth 

considerable press comment. The Herald 
and Witness aro advising a policy of con- 
ciliation towards tho U. S. Tho latter, 
after expressing a doubt of tho sincerity of 
the Canadian Government in its pretended 
effort to secure improved commercial rela- 
tions, advises the abandonment of a policy 
plainly opposed to tho attainment of that 
end and describoa tho situation to be one 
from which a rude awakening may occur at 
any moment.

under arrest. 

Glndstone Cousmlnlntcd. 
London, July 25.— Tho results of the 
British elections have been observed with 
the greatest interest in the Balkans, and the 
authorities in those States have hastened to 
propitiate Mr. Gladstone by prompt con- 
gratulations. In Turkey, tho so-called 
Reform party has circulated a declaration 
expressing joy for Gladstone's victory, and 
asking him to obtain the application of 
Home Rule to Creta, Armenia, Albania, 
Arabia, and other provinces of the Empire.

AlV' the 
settlers in the neighborhood of Shuswap, 
have good orchards, but have not made a 
specialty of fruit-raising. 

General crops a^ very good, and the bay 
crop is particularly heavy, Mr. Chase will 
cut about 500 tons, a large proportion ot it 
for market. 

A government road from Shuswap to 
Notch Hill, a distance of 14 miles, is much 
needed. Twelve settlors are located at the 
utter place, and there is no way of getting 
in or out except by the railroad. Until 
recently tho C. P. R. railway track was 
used, but by the introduction of a new kind 
of cattle-guard, which ciuinot bo crossed by 
animals, it ia impossible longer to make use 
of the railway,

THE LATE PEBMIER. 



Proceedings of the Coroner's Inquest 
Held ill London on Domin- 
■ , : • ion Day. 
( ' — — — 
A Verdict of Accidental Dcatli Return- 
ed— Ensrlish Expressions 
of Regrret. 



On the af tornooa of July 1, at the St. 
CloiDoat Danea Vostry Hall, Strand, Mr. 
John Troutbock, the coroner for Westmins- 
ter, held an enquiry with reference . to the 
death of Hon. John Bobaoni' premier of 
British Columbia, who died under extra- 
ordinary oircumBtanocs on the 29th ultimo. 
Xhc appended report of the proceedings is 
taken from a LondoB daily, of the following 
morning: 

V Miss iKathleea . Maofarlaae Lizara, re- 
aiding' at 'tKe Norfolk Hotel,' Harrington - 

rOttd, South Kensington, identified tlie de- 
ceased aa lior uncle, iind stated that she 
was Ilia socretiiry. Slio liist saw him in 
good health on the morning of Monday, 
Juno 20, wlien lie left hia liotol to transact 
sonio business with Mr. Gosehon, at tlie 
Treasury. Ou his return slit lieard tliat lie 
had mot with an aocidont at WiiileliuU. 
When she saw him later ou ho told lier 
that ho had hurt his finger while driving in 
a hansom cab. Tho injury had been 
dressed at tho Westminster Hospital be- 
fore ho returned to the hotel, and no doctor 
was called in till the following Sunday. l)r 
Ogilvy then attended him, and was with 
}x\m when ho died. 

"Major I William Clark, in the Canadian 
fService, stated that he was with Mr. 
Bon'oti the 20th ult., and they drove 
cab from Morthuniberland avenue to Far- 
Uani'ent street. They had an appointment 
with Me, Gosohen, at tho Treasury, at 12 
o'clock, for the purpose of negotiating a 
Government loan. The cahraan, when oppo 
site the doors of the Treasury Office,- pollei 
sharply rouod by the refuge in bhe- middle 
of the road, and iu so doine caused the right 
hand door of the oab, whicn- was open, to 
dose 'suddettly, . Mr; Bobion had lila ' right 
hand' resting on the' door,' near the binges, 
at' the moment,- and .the top of his little 
£nger was crushed.- 

"By the Coroner : The work of the ses- 
sion in British Columbia had been very 
heavy, and had tried Mr. Robson vory 
much. Tho trip to England was on ofHoial 
business, but was also made by lilr. Robson 
for tho benefit of hia health, Mr. Robaon 
was exceedingly nervous, and ho suflored 
vory much pain from the injury. 

'•Dr. Georgo OgilTio, physician, practicing 
at 22 \\ elbeck street, Cavoiidieh Equaro, 
said that he was called in to seo Mr. Rnb- 
aon on Sunday evening, tlio 2G»h ult. Ha 
found him vory ill in bed, with a tempera- 
ture of 102 degrees. On examining tho in- 
jury to the finger, ho found that absorption 
had taken place. Ho consulted Dr. Watson 
Choyne, of King's College Hospital, ■who 
saw Mr. Robson on tho following Monday, 
and, in coDsequence of blood-poisoning 
having supervened, it was detorminod to 
amputate the finger. This was done, but it 
was found that the poisoning had aflccted 
the entire system, and doatli resulted in 
consequence on \Ved^e3d^y last. 

"The coroner said the case was an extra- 
ordinary one, and the jury raturnei a. ver- 
dict of 'Accidental Death.' " 

The Financial News, also of July 2, in re- 
ferring to the death of tho lato Premier, 
contained the following: 

"Universal regrot will bo felt at tho sud- 
den death of the Hon. John Robson, the 
' Premier of British Columbia. So recently 
as Monday last an interview with him ap- 
peared- in the 'Financial News-, in the course 
of which he. made an eloquent appeal for the 
<dbaes opmm'ercial'Unityof the Kmpiro. At 
the tibiie 'Of the interview be was in much 
paittjT'oWing 'to''a cab' accident,' which necea- 
8itAted the'ambntation'of one of his fingers, 
a^d'his'generally weak 'ataW' of health did 
not- enable kirn tcTOcuver tbe shock. By the 
death of Mr. Bbbson Cahada'losea one of her 
most public-spirited statesmen — one who 
spared no eflbrt to promote tho interests of 
his adopted country and to strengthen the 
ties uuiling her to tho mother country. 
The main object of his visit to this country 
was to assist in completing the arrange- 
ments with t!ie Im'-oria! C-ovorr!!n"nt U^r 
the advance of £150,000 to tho proviuce for 
a crofter fishing settlement, and he had tho 
satisfaction last week of seeing this object 
attained, and tho Royal Assent given to the 
measure. He was also a specially-appointed 
delegate to the Congress of Chambers of 
(.■OBimerce of the Empire, now in session; 
but tho state ot hia heiiltli had prevented 
his taking any part in the proceediuga. " 

In the course of its sketch tho Canadian 
Gazette said: 

" When Hon. Mr. Robson arrived in this 
country on Juno 20, his health was in a 
generally low state. Of athletic build and 
great physical power, he carried hia Bi.\ty- 
elcht years easily till the spring of WJl, 
wnen'his only eurviving sou died. From 
that time bis friends noticed a change, 
which bccamo more marked as tho last ses- 
sion of the legislature approached; and his 
onxioty and eflbrts to carry through tho 
bills dealing with the Colonhsation scheme, 
M well aa the worry incidental to his posi- 
tion as leader o'f the Assembly, soon affected 
hie nervous fystem so seriously us to give 
grave concern to his friends, It was natur- 
ally hoped that the trip to England would 
-have a beneficial effect; but the voyage did 
, not perceptibly increase his strength, and the 
necessity for immediate attention to business 
on arrival left him no chance to recuperate. 
Then came the unfortunate accident by 
which his finger was crushed in a hansom 
cab, and had subsequently to be amputated; 
and from that time he gradually sank, ami 
passed iiway at p.m., on Wednesday of 
last week. • » • • In him the ICiiipiro 
loose a man of inaikcd ability and foreai/iht, 
n patriot in the best senso of the word ; but 
in hiaown Province, where he was husL known 
and beloved, hia loss will bo moat eovorely 
felt. In all that concerned the welfure of 
tho people, material, moral and religious, 
ho took an active part, and contributed 
freoly of his means tnwarda the advance- 
ment of every worthy cauHo. His private 
benefactions were on a largo scale, anil only 
known to intimate friends and the many 
who were tho recipients of his bounty. 
Always directed to practical ends, his 
timely assiatanco has placed many families 
in comfort, and not a few on the road to in- 
dependence. A statesman, a patriot, a 

Jihilaathropist, and a Christian, his decease 
eaves u blank dilfioult to fill ; but others iu 
his councils will bo ready to carry to execu- 
tion tho work that engaged bis lftt«st dsy^, 
and the auoooas of trbioh will be' the best 
monument that' British Columbia can erect 
'to. his tneriibiy, » - , -^j, ■ 'i /V; ,. 

" The - nni versal tegtet in oolobial : oiroles

laborer's task is o'er,' and then; a part of 
the Church of England burial 'service. It 
need not be said that the whole service was 
of the most impressive oharaoter, and bore 
eloquent testimony to tbe sympathy whioh 
the sad event has Awakened in this codntry. 
After tho service tho remains werooonveyed 
in a polished oak cofiiu with gilt mountings 
to Liverpool, for shipment to British Col- 
umbia. Among the wreaths upon tho coffin 
was one from the Queen." ' 
Mr, H. C. Bcetou, tho Agent-General of 
British Coluaibia, sends to tho Canadian 
Gazotto these notes respecting the late Pre- 
mier : "The death of the Hon. John Rob- 
son comes as a severe blow to the whole 
Province of British Columbia. His im- 
paired state of health was duo to orerwork 
during tho past session of the Provincial 
Assembly. Iu my opinion ho was, as a 
public man and a statesman, head and 
shoulders above his colleagues in British 
Columbia. During my recent stay in tho 
Proviuce I had many opportunities of judg- 
ing his character, both privately and pub- 
licly—at the Treasury, in hia private olfice, 
and iu the Legislative Aasemhly — and ho 
impreasod mo with hia high qualities as a 
public man and n private citizen. He was 
indeed, without doubt, a fit leader of the 
Provincial Assembly. Regarding his inter- 
est in the Crofter aclieine, Mr. Robson 
felt at first, I think, some little 
hesitation in denlinc with the mat- 
ter, and there seemed to bo some 
doubt in his mind respecting its value and 
practicability. But as he became better ac- 
quainted with the details of tho scheme, 
and mastered tho whole subject, no man 
was more convinced of its desirability, both 
in the interests of the Empire and the Pro- 
vioco. Indeed, his individual powers as an 
iirator wore never greater or better em- 
ployed than in the advocacy of the Crofter 
Bill ; in fact, be became quite an enthusiaat 
ooncerning them.-- He Was ready 'and 
forcible us a speaker and' writer, and a bold 
and uncompromising advocate of temper- 
ance and moral reform. He occupied for 
some years the position of president of tho 
Young Men's Christian Association oi Vic- 
toria;' aind always took' an active part in the 
various reform and philanthropic organiza- 
tions connected with the Province. lie was 
a stuunch Presbyterian, much devoted to 
the interests of the Church in Canada, und 
took a keen interest in everytbina 
connected with it. Politically, ho went 
by the nickname of ' Honest John,'

Aa we expected tho Government of ^lanl- 
tobahaa been saatained. The indications 
have for eotno time back pointed to this 
result. But the victory of tlie Government 
baa not been so complete as Mr. Gicenway'a 
BUppcwtOXS expected. A majority of eijjht in 
a Houae of forty ia enough perhaps to work 
witb, but the Government that depends upon 
■ it to carry them tbroupjh ■will have to be very 
careful. They cannot uiFord to play many 
pranks. A defection of three or four will 
bring about a deadlock. If half that tho 
I*ree Press haa mid about Mr. Greeifway and 
his anpportera ia tme bheywill stand a good 
deal oi watching, and it is joat as well that 
they should feel their tenniro of power to be 
uncertain. Mr, Greenway, if wo do not mis- 
take, expected a mucli larger majority. Some 
of his friends believed that he would sweep 
the country. But tho result of tho election 
«ho\ra tliat he is net personiilly popular and 
that hia. Government was supported rather 
because it is' supposed to agree with tho 
majority of the people on the school quea- 
tion than tliat they have confidence in th6m 
as administrators. ^ 



A OOOD MOVE. 



The City Council dcjorves great credit 
for having had tho courage to go on vigor- 
-ously with the work of draining the city. 
The aewera are a neceasity. They are 
wanted now and vriil alwaya be wanted. 
The city cannot afford to do witboat them^ 
The Council therefore acted wisely in going 
OQ with the work of constructing the sowers 
without a brouk. Tho sower system will bo 
worth to the city every dollar expended 
apOB it. Tlotorla well drained will bo 
worbh millioaa of dollars more than Vic- 
toria undrained or imperfectly drained. 
This city ia intended by nutaro to bo a 
health reaortfor tlie inhabitants ot tlie hotter 
and colder parts of the continent. But it 
con never he a health resort until tho very 
6ra( condition of tbe preaervation of health 
is attended to and complied with. Without 
cleanliness there can be no assurance of 
good health, and good drains and plenty of 
them aro absolutely ueoeaaarj'toniake a clean 
city and to keep it clean. If tho authori- 
tiea want to attract people who have money 
to Victoria they must drain the city. Wo 
believe, simply as a business unJertakinc, 
the sewers will yield a splcudid return on 
every dollar invested in them. 



atatement of the points on which the judge 
baaed hia decision. We would not be aur- 
priaed to learn that they had not read the 

law or heard a single argument of counsel 
on either side. Yet, unfit as they ought to 
havo kncvrn they wore, thej' under'tink to 
pronounce upon the soundness and tlio jus- 
tice of tho decision. Men who wish to bo 
conaidered intelligent, too, chose to niia- 
interpret innoSenaive remarka made by the 
learned judge and to attach a meaning to 
words that ho used which they could not 
by any stretch of ingenuity be made to 
bear. 

In Victoria, Judge MoCreight's deoision 
was received with reapeotful alienee, in 
Vancouver Mr. Justice Greaae'a judgment 

was hailed with fierce abuse and senseless 
execrations. 



THM DIFFERENCE. 

' The difiference between Victoria and Van- 
couver is pretty clearly indicated by the 
way in which judicial dcci-sious, unpalata- 
ble to the inhabitants of tho two cities, Were 
received ia each. Vistorians are not pleas- 
ed with the decision of Judge MoCreight. 
Thoy think it unreasonable and unfair that, 
after they have complied with all that the 
laws of the Dominion and tlio Province re- 
quire, they are denied access to the conti- 
nent by tho Corporation of Vancouver. 
Many of them believe it to ho outrageous 
"that tho BUtkorities of that city , should ar- 
rogate to thomaelvca tho power to 
forbid what the laws of both the 
Dominion and tho Province allow. 
But, although they think that tho 
judge has niado a mistake, they do not say 
ol him one disrespectful WO,rd> Thoy know 
that honest judges have made miatahes be- 
fore now, and will again, and they, there- 
fore, refrain from even giving a mild expres- 
sion to their disappointinent, 

Tho decision of Mr, Justice Crease is rc- 
coivod very differently in Vancouver. Bo- 
cauBO the Vancouvorltott/did^not like that 
decision they became 'excited and abused 
the judge roundly. They did not hesitate 
to declare that the judgment was unsound. 
Thoy oven held a meeting aad "resoluted " 
in the strongest way. A clergyman de- 
nounced tho judge on Friday, and preachers 
preached against him o^^ Sunday. , We ven. 
turo to say that neitlieif tho denunciator 
oor the preacher could give an intelligent 



THE SHAM QUARANTINE. 

From information that reaches us from 
various quarters wo are forced to the con- 
clusion that tho so-culled quarantine, in 
Vancouver, is a oompleta aham. The isola- 
tion is very far from beine conhpleto. 
In fact, if any of the imprisoned mon havo 
tho smallpox thoy would bo juat as likely to 
spread it through the city in the so-called 
quarantine as if they were at large. This is 
what ouB of tho priaonera writea to a gon- 
tlomau in this city : 

"la it not surprising that, in a civilized 
country, with supposed educated ollicials, 
there could possibly exist such un absurd 
and most ridiculous state of ufTairBaswo havo 
in this supposed (luaruntine. As for the pur- 
poses of c|uarantino it is simply nil — olBoials, 
workmen and boys come in amongst us, and 
go out at will, i'rienda como and gossip 
over the raik, and tho vulgar crowd stand 
and gaze at UB,- and at this unique ireuego- 
rio. If it were carrying out the law inatead 
of onaoting a cruel farce, I ahould cheer- 
fully submit, notwithstanding the discom- 
iorta and daily damngo to one's business, 
hut as'Diattors are there is not much fun in 
it. I am writing this to give you an idea of 
tilt) place." 

IMPUDENT UN TRUTHFULNESS. 

\Ve do not thiuk that there could be 
found on this continent a more shamelessly 
and maliciously untruthful newspaper than 
the Vancouver World. It haa asserted and ro- 
asaertod that the ama,llpox waa prevalent in 
thia city early in June, and that ita news- 
papers had entered into a conspiracy to 
suppress all information relative to ita pre- 
valence. 

It depends for proof of its statements on 
a letter written by "a well-known lady re- 
siding in Victoria," on the 3rd of June last. 
That lady informed the World " that tho 
smallpox ia prevalent in Victoria to quite an 
alarming extent," and, like a wise woman, 
she referred the editor " to i)r. Milne, our 
health ofTicor, who can tell you more about 
ths loathsome disease." The editor of 
the World did not tako this good advice. 
Ho repeated the gossip of Victoria as if it 
were the undeniable truth, without even^it- 
temptinc; to get reliable information from 
the proper source. 

This was bad enough, but tho editor of 
tho World did worse than this. Seeing tho 
letter in the World and the editorial com- 
meuta on it, we applied to Dr. Milne for 
tho information which the editor evident- 
ly, did not want. This is Dr. Milno's 
reply : 

To THE Editor — Sir : In reply to your 
enquiries in reference to thenumberof oases 
of smallpox, I have to say that there havo 
been only two cases in the city, and of u 
very mild character. Thoy are quarantined 
and the patients are now almost recovered. 
I am, yours respectfully, 

(i. L. Milne, 
Health Officer. 

Victoria, B. C, Juno 0, 1892. 

Tho World not only did not reproduce 
thia letter, but took no notice of it, wliat- 
*ror. IL caiiijot bu said v/ith any approach 
to truth that a city in which there are only 
two smallpox oaaea, the diaeaae ia prevalent 
"to quite an alarming extent," so that any 
repetition of the gosaip contained in the 
private letter, in tho face of Dr. Milne's let- 
tor could bo regarded in no otlier light 
than a deliberate and malicious lie. Tho 
World did repeat the report of the preva- 
lence of the smallpox in Victoria, and pub- 
lished anonymous letters in which the false- 
hood was repeated. This caused us again to 
apply to the Health Oflicor for information, 
nntl he wrote ua a second letter, of which 
the following ia a copy : 

To TUB Hditoii — In answer again to 
your enquiries concerning tho cases of small- 
pox, in this city, I have to say tliat there 
have been only the two cases — those I re- 
ferred to in my last letter to you. As 
already stated, tho two cases wero of a very 
mild character, and the convalescents will 
be liberated at the end of thia week.

Health Officer. 

Victoria, Juno 15, 1892. 

Tho World had the grace to tako somo 
notice of this second letter. It did, however, 
not acknowledge ita error, but tenaciously 
held on to its lio and has been repeating it 
at iutorvala ever aince. The lost time it 
was produced waa on Saturday, when tho 
lady's letter, which was twice shown to 
contain false statements by tho health offi- 
cer of tho city, was paraded in black typo. 
Wo would bo very sorry to hint that the 
lady wrote what sho believed to be false. 
We do not think that abe did. She aimply 
repeated tho exaggerated stories that she 



had heard, very properly leferriag the edi- 
tor for confirmation or denial of them to the 
health officer of the city of Viotpria. That 
ofTioial, as wo have seen, proved them to be 
untrue. Still so untruthful and so malig- 
nant was tho editor of the World that he 
has ignored tho health offioer'a . letters, and 
kept on repeating what he knew to be an 
outrageous falsehood in his paper and on 
the platform. 

Other newspapers obtaining their 
information from tho World havo re- 
proached tho civic authorities of Vic- 
toria with having allowed the amallppx 
to spread from the caaea— one of which, it 
ia said,^waa no^ amallpox at all— that wero 
known to be' here in the middle of June. 
Those cases wore well taken caro of, and 
when the patients wero discharged con- 
valescent, there was not a single case of 
smallpox in Victoria. The city remained 
in that happy condition for some weeks. 

Thero was no conspiracy on tho part of 
the nov/spnpors to suppress information 
with regard to tho smallpox. The news- 
papers in Victoria did precisely what the 
newspapers of Seattle have done. In the 
latter oity there were one or two cases, but 
no fuea waa made about them. This was, 
we contend, tho proper course to pursue. 
Where tho Victoria authorities made a mis- 
take waa when tho city was clear of tho 
disoaso nob to quarantine Vancouver. If 
thoy had taken tho precautions with re 
speot to Vancouver which the law authorizes 
and directs, the chances are a hundred to 
one that tlioro would have been no outbrcHk 
here in July. Bo thia as it may, thero can, 
as our readers see, be no possible excuse for 
tho World repeating reports which, almost 
as soon as they were raised, wore proved 
by the beat evidence that could be adduced, 
to be false. 

And this is only ono of tho falsehoods 
which tho World has circulated about Vic- 
toria. It invented the I'lira Nang lie and a 
hundred other fabrications and misrepre- 
sentations, showing that it was determined, 
by the uae of the meanest dsvicea, to do all 
the harm it could to Victoria.

Shortly before 12 o'clock Sunday night, 
fire broke out in a house occupied by 
Samuel Reid, on tho Foruwood road. Tho 
lire department immediately responded to a 
telephone message and an alarm sent in 
from box 31, but on arriving, after a tire- 
some run, found the roof of tho kitchen to 
be well eaten into by the flames. The 
water pressure being low, both engines, to- 
gether with the now chemical, were put into 
serrico, and it was not long before tho blaze 
was conquered. The loss is estimated at 
S;iOO, which is more than covered by the in- 
surance, amounting to §1,000 on tho furni- 
ture and a similar sum on tho building. 
The house, which is owned by J. Black- 
burn, ia insured in tlie ylOtna Compr.ny, and 
tho furniture in tho Royal and tho .Etna 
companies.

of suffocation. Mr. Heron testified that he 
■had beard the deceased was subject to fits. 
The jury, composed of F. E. Midward, F. 
W. Dunlevy, Geo. McCue, Wm. Moore, 
Wm. Gregg and W. R. Millendar, after 
brief consideration of .the testimony, ren- 
■dored a verdict in accordance therowith. 
The lady will bo sent east for interment.

Tliia vest in 
some way was thrown down ond tho money 
ssattcred about the floor; Tremley assisted 
in getting it up, and shortly afterward it 
was discovered that tho watch, valued at 
$200 and §100 in coin were missing, Mr. 
St. Armand went after Tremley, and asked 
for the missing articles, but was met with a 
vehement denial And a blow on the nose. 
ITbo police wore informed of the cose, and

The Geo. Bowack Habeas Corpus Case 
Comes up Again this 'iloming 
for Decision. 



MUTINY ABOARD THE PALMAH. 
Three Sailors Put In irons by Capt. Taylor. 

A rather iieculiar occurrence took place 
alongside tho steuniship I'almas, on the 
outer wharf, yesterday noon, when Police 
Magistrate Macrae waa called upon to act 
aa judge in a caso wherein Captain Taylor, 
of the Palmas, cliarged three of his crew, 
able seamen, with refusiag to do duty on 
board the ship while on her way over from 
Hongkong. Owing to the vessel being 
"quarantined" against Victoria none of 
the crew were allowed to come ashore, and 
likewise no one was permitted to board hor. 
The magistrate, accordingly, was obliged to 
sit on a box close to the ship, lined along 
the railing oi( which, in front of him, were 
tho prisoners, the captain, and other mom- 
bora of the crow. 

The ciiptain'H statement, which waa 
ooroborated by other evidence, wenttoahow 
that tho men absolutely refused to do work 
when asked to, and also on some occasions 
that they got drunk and had been very dis- 
orderly. 

On summing up tho caso tho magistrato 
convicted two of tho prisoners to two 
months' at hard labor in tho Provincial jail, 
in addition to which they wore to receive no 
pay for their tlino put in while on the way 
from Honolulu to Victoria. 

Tho third sailor got off much easier, 
having only to put in a week or so in 
prison.

"Public Yacciiiator " irorrisou Makes 
an Affldavlt about tho Number 
of Cases In Victoria. 

Hon. C. E. Pooley, Q.C, with Mr. A. E. 
McPhillips, appeared yesterday morning 
before Mr. Justice Walkem, to show cause 
why Mr. George Bowack, detained in the 
quarantine station at tho city of Vancouver, 
should not bo released. Mr. E. V. Bodwell 
and Mr. Chas. Wilson appeared for Bowack. 
Before tho merits of tlio caso were gone 
into, His Lordship drew attention to a 
question which might bo raised as to the 
jurisdiction of the court, as a previous ap- 
plication for a writ of Itabeas corpus had 
been made to His Lordship Mr. Justico 
MctJreight, and refused by him. The ques- 
tion was, after argument, considered a diffi- 
cult one and was reserved for the time 
being. 

On tho merits of tho case being gone into, 
Hon, Jlr. Pooley read uflidavita from In- 
spector Huntley, Mayor Cope, and Dra. 
i'orguaon, McGuigan, Mills, Carroll, Langia, 
Thomas, Wilson, Herald and Brydone Jack 
of Vaucovor, setting forth the "fact" that 
Victoria was an infected port, and anyone 
coming from horc would be liable to spread 
contagion. 

Sergeant Haywood, of tho Vancouver 
police force, sent ma "few short words," 
telling how very much satisfied Mr. Bowack 
was with the way he was being treated in 
the Hotel Du Quarantine, and all it cost him 
was §2 per* day. 

All affidavit was read, signed and sworn 
to by Dr. Morrison, otherwise known as 
" public vaccinator," or "Government doc- 
tor," to the effect that on July 1.') thero 
were 55 cases of smallpox in Victoria, and 
that at the present time there wero about 
tho same number in the hospitals. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley claimed that under tho 
Vancouver by-law tho city health officer 
had power to stop, detain and examine any 
passengers from an infected port. Once 
inside tho city of Vancouver thoy were 
under the city by^-laws, and if tho by-laws 

was supreme. 

For Mr. Bowack, tho argument advanced 
by Mr. Bod. veil, was that Vancouver had 
not tho power to interfere with the trade 
and commerce of tlie country and, second, 
that even according to thoir own by-laws 
tho city of Vancouver could only detain 
those people who had been actually exposed 
■to the disease. 

Then followed some explanation of the 
word exposed, His Lordship holding that 
on the evidence before him, ho would have 
to consider overyouo coming from Victoria 
to have been e.xjiosed. 

Mr. Bodwell then asked for adjournment 
in order to get some evidence to rebut that 
put in by Hon. Mr. Pooley. 

This waa granted and tho case will bo 
further heard to-day at 10 a.m. Before 
leaving tho bench, however. Judge Walkom 
decided that he had jurisdiction in tho 
matter. 



A .lOUKNALISTlC FIRKBKAXD. 

Tho Colonist" Kcport of Krldiiy Night's Vaii- 
couverklleetlng Oalled in Question 
of J. 0. ilcliagnn. 

The following telegram was received at 
this office yesterday :

I said nothing 
about tho muttoringa of the citizons as to 
thoir mobbing Renwick or Ellia, if they 
caULdit them, and rodiiarka about preventing 
tho sheriff arresting olliciala. lam willing 
to give the chairman and McLagan theirduo 
saying that if, after Max- 
well's speenh, thoy had not caution- 
ed and advised moderation, it would have 
been my sad duty, 1 fear, to chronicle a 
different story, I bad if tended to main- 



tain a Christian spirit, but when the min- 
isters show the worst side of weak human 
nature iu hours of trial, what can be ex- 
pected from a poor reporter? I think Ha- 
niersley took an affidavit. If it is a ques- 
tion of voracity, I am willing to compare 
my paat record, in St. Catharines, Ont., 
with hia New Zealand record."; 

It ia, perhaps, a waato of spaco to con- 
tradict tho assertion of Vancouver's journal- 
istic firebrand about our oorrospondent'a 
report ; but it is in evidence that an impar- 
tial report of tho outrageous proceedings at 
Friday night's meeting is not relished by 
aome of thoao who took part in it. The re- 
porta in tho Vancouver morning papers 
coincide with that of our correspondent. 
The World management has been publish- 
ing falsehoods about things Viotorihn oinco 
the smallpox outbreak, some of which it 
hrs been compelled to retract, notably its 
concocted story about tho Phra Nang cargo. 
Mr. J. Angus, tho agent of the Vancouver 
sugar refinery hero, repudiates all and 
everything the World has said about sugar, 
and states that his company havo had no 
hand in encouraging the World to publish 
the many glaring untruths it has circulated, 
and believes the whole story was concocted 
in its own o£Sce. Viotoria takes two-thirds 
of thoir sugar product, and ho knows only 
Vancouver sugar has been used hero during 
tho paat nine months.- Ho regrets very 
much that the management of the World 
has gone mad. 

It is to be hoped that the sickening hy- 
pocrisy of the World .and Mr. McLagan, 
about their deep interest in and sympathy 
with Viotoria, will cease. There is probably 
no one influence in Vancouver that has been 
so vilely misused to lie aud slander Victoria 
as that in tho hands of the World staff.

Tho 
ship had, save for strong head wind^, fine 
weather nearly all tho way acroas tl e Pa- 
cific, more espicially from Honolulu here 
Upon arriving at tho outer wharf, no ono 
but tho twenty-four Cliineso passengers 
were allowed to land. This was done that 
she might bo able, without being quaran- 
tined, to go to Seattle, for which port she 
sailed, yesterday, having to call there bo- 
fore going to Portland. Tho Palnias had 
only a few pasaengers on board, ono of 
whom was Mr, tJeorgo Lycurgus, who came 
from Honolulu with "the express purpose of 
establishing a fruit market either here or at 
ono of tho Sound ports. Mr. Lycurgus is 
the owner of largo and extensive fruit gar- 
dens in Hawaii, and says if he can get buy- 
ers, for the present, he will furnish Victoria 
with fresh grapes as well as many _ other 
fruits, the whole year round. It is not 
known yet what route the Palmas will go on 
after she completes this.- trip.. Shev-is the 
largest freight ship that has. ever . arrived 
here under the Upton line's charter, haying 
been for many years prior to^ coming out 
here, engaged in the cotton tradcf between 
Now Orleans and Charleston. 

Word roached Victoria by wire yester- 
day that the German steamer Romulus, 
which left San Francisco on Thursday for 
Nanaimo, was towed back into harbor by 
the tug Vigilant, which had picked her up in 
]5i)linas Hay at midnight on Saturday in a 
disabled condition. Captain Breudt, of tho 
Romulus, reports that on Friday about 11 
a. in., while oil' Mendocino, the shaft of the 
vessel broke. This is tho second time tho 
Romolus has been towed into port with a 
broken shaft. While on her way north on 
Juno 27, her shaft broke and the steamer 
nearly went ashore near Point Reyes. She 
was saved by tho tugs Relief and Wizard 
and tho steam schooner Point Loma, and 
towed to San Francisco for repairs. 

Tho new boat being built by Mr. Donald 
McFee for tho Nanaimo pilots will be ready 
for service in about six weeks.

It is altogether probable that, as soon as 
time will permit, l3r. J. C. Davie Provincial 
Health OfGcer, will pay an oliicial visit to 
Vancouver, there to make a moat searching 
enquiry into what has been going on. There 
is reason to believe that section 4 of the 
Provincial Health regulations has been 
entirely disregarded. This is the portion of 
the regulations which provides for perfect 
isolation and quarantine of "suspects;" and 
to the neglect of. the oity to enforce this 
rule, is attributed the constant cropping up 
of new cases here and there throughout 
Vancouver. In tho meantime, however, it 
is understood the Vansouver authorities 
have been urgently advised of their omis- 
sion, and they should of their own accord 
take prompt action. 

A TIIOICUVKII FA'AMIVATIOV. 

Dr. J. C. Davie, Provincial Health Offi- 
cer, proposes to spend a portion of this af- 
ternoon out at tho Ross Bay Quarantine 
Station in thoroughly examining eacli and 
every "suspect" with a view to satisfying 
himself as to how vaccination has been done. 
He will make a complete statement in each 
case of date of exposure, where and when 
exposed, when vaccinated, by whom, and 
with what reault, if any, number of times 
vaccinated, how often successfully, etc., — 
there being, in fact, a number of points to 
be covered by the enquiry. Tho reason this 
is being done is that there aro fears that in 
some cases tho vaccination has been imper- 
fect from impure vaccine and other causes, 
and as the • "suspect" station is tho only 
ninno where there is any dinKor, it is 
thought advisable to take extra precautions. 
No doubt there will be some "kick" 
amongst some of tho more troublesome of 
the inmatea, who object to being "cooped 
up" any longer than they think is necessary, 
but the authorities propose to take no 
chances whatever. ,

shows considerable lack of judgment on tho 
part of the Mayor in refusing to advance 
them duly earned' money, especially when 
some, if not all, of them, have to either 'bor- 
row enough to keep body and soul together, 
or go hungry and without a place to sleep — 
Home Journal,

an uiiiuilig.ited f.ilsehood. Kvery man who 
has preaeiitod prnpiir vouchers, has been 
paid within 24 houra. Men who presented 
their accounts, properly certilied, at eleven

TRAPPING THE SEALERS. 



Comiimiuler Bob Evan's Neat Little 
Game— ilis Iiifonuatiou Ob- 
tained iu Atlvauce. 

A well Concocted Scheme ami the Ves- 
sels Preveutetl from discharg- 
ing tlieir Cargoes. 



Tho Seattle Post-Iatelligencer published, 
yesterday morning, an extended article on' 
"Guarding the Seals," the subheadings to 
which are, "United States War Vessels 
Keeping Watch on Poachers" — "Trap Them 
at Point Etches"— "English Sealers Worned 
by the Triumph"— "The Total CiUoh of the 
Season Amounts to ^30,000 Skins" The 
article desorioes how, under instructions of 
Captain'"fiob" Evans, the Mohican, Rush 
and Corwin were dispatched to Point 
Etches, which, in view of it being frequent- 
ed by sealers, was deemed "a very 
good place to remain awhile." 
Of course, says tho report, the 
vessels cannot bo prevented from seeking 
port for water or to repair damages ; but it 
they attempt to transfer cargo while 
within the limits of tho United States ter- 
ritory they aro liable to seizure. Knowing 
thia aud fearing lest some ignorant sealer 
woulil attenqit to do so in spite of the warn- 
ing of the United States (lovernnient olU- 
cials, tho British warship Nymphe put into 
Port IClches ou her way to Hehring Sea aud 
cautioned tho sealers not to attempt to 
transfer cargo while imderaurveillance of tho 
United States authorities. 

The clever move of Commander Kvans has 
certainly placed the poachers iu a box for 
the time being, for they do not wish to 
carry the skins already secured either into 
liehring sea or into liussian waters and risk 
the loss of the entire season's catch, na well 
us the vessel in case of capture; neither can 
they aQ'ord to make tho long trip back to 
Victoria to land their skins, as too much 
tinio will be lost going and returning to the 
seal-hunting grounds. It may bo stated 
as a fact that of the seventy-one ves- 
sels which were to meet at Port 
Etches to transfer their skins, not one in- 
tended to return to Victoria without trying 
to enter Behring Sea, either ou the Ameri- 
can or Russian side; later in the season. If 
they do not intend to do thia, there is no 
necessity of transhipping skins. 

Tho sealing season in the Pacific ocean is 
about over now, or will be by ,7uly 1, and 
certainly these vessels are not going to 
wait around putside the passes - until 
next November to intercept the southern 
migration of the seal herds leaving the 
ro,^keries about that. time. Itisexpented 
that some plan will be adopted by the fleet 
when all have got together to got riil of 
their skins. I'oasil)ly some other lendc/.- 
voua may be set and they will be more for- 
tunate in eluding tlio watchfulness of Undo 
Sam's cruisers, but it is more likely that 
the transfer will have to bo made at sea, 
and this will be a difficult matter to accom- 
plish. In the meantinio the atuiospliero in 
the vicinity of Port Etches is aulphuroua. 

It transpires that Captain Evans, com- 
manding tho United States naval forces, 
had bv aomo means obtained information 
that tho liritiah sealing fleet intended to 
rendezvous at I'ort Etches, in Prince Will- 
iam sound, for the purpose of shipping what 
skins they had secured to date back to Vic- 
toria by a steamer which was to meet the 
ileet at this place. The kiino fixed for the 
rendezvous was from June 20 to 30. 

The article from which the above is sum- 
marized ia dated Unaluaka, June 25, the 
Mohican having reached Fort Etohes about 
J une 18. 



MR. GLiDSTONE. 

His Health Good-ne yfOl Not be Obstructed 
by tho Conservatives. 

London, July 2-1:. — The Times editorially 
says: Mr. Gladstone will meet with no ob- 
struction from tho Government, but before 
he thinks of Bolccting a cabinet ho muat 
consider whether ho ought to undertake tho 
duties of the cabinet at all. It ia idle to 
pretend that ho is not showing signs of in- 
creased pressure of old age. Tlie Times 
then proceeds to dilate upon the heavy work 
that will fail on iiim if ho will iuaint t!iu.t he 
himself shall defend every part of the Home 
llulo bill in debate, and adds: No Govern- 
ment ever relied on tho support of a con- 
tingent even remotely resembling tho char- 
acter of the Irish factions of which 4! mem 
hers, according to tho finding of a special 
commission, had engaged in a criminal con- 
spiracy with revolutionary objects, and 
who, for the sake of pecuniary help, re- 
ceived from the Clan-na-Qael and other ex- 
treme anti-English sooietieii in AmL-rica, 
abstained from condemning the use of dyna- 
mite. 

T. P. O'Connor in the Sunday Sun re- 
ferring to the Conservative moven>ent in 
faror of postponing the Homo Rule bill 
gaining strength among the Radicals, says 
he assumed that the assertion was founded 
on articles in some Liberal organ.i and adds 
" I cannot answer Liberals and Liberal 
journalists, but I can interpret the views of 
Iriahmen, and answer that it will not do, 
Home Rule must be tho first and chief 
business of tho new Govornment. Any 
faltering postponement of Home Rule will 
compel the Irish party to oppose the Gov- 
ernment."

TRAIN DERAILED. 

English Bailway Travellers Upset— Numbers 
ef Klllea and Wounded. 

London, July 25. — A serious nccident 
bappened to-divy to tho Nottingham ex- 
press train.
